Tho royal party 
mot with a very hearty reception at 
Wiltenberg. Tho city was bright with 
flags and bunting, and thousands, dressed 
in holiday costume, turned out to greet 
tho Empress, A delegation of ladies pre- 
sented the Empress with boqueta of 
(lowers. After a short stop tho royal 
visitors embarked on lho river steamer 
and went on their way, 

Btleka to lite Old Plan. 

Bismarck received Carl Schurz yester- 
day and a long conversation took place. 
The political condition of Europe was dis- 
cussod. Bismarck declared his belief in 
tho maintenance of peace, and said he 
thought the Czar wanted peace. Schurz 
explained tho American silver plan and 
tho rovenuo reform movement. Bismarck 
admitted that a republican form of gov- 
ernment was best for America, but insist- 
ed upon a strong monarchy for Europe.

ROME, May 3. — The Popo has decided 
that Archbishop Walsh shall remain at 
Dublin, consequently tho archbishop will 
leavo Borne on Monday.

Dublin, May 3. — Tho. trial of Wm, 
O'Brien for tho speech ho made at 
Loughrea on April 8th, was concluded to- 
day. O'Brien was sentenced to three 
month's imprisonment, Ho offered no de- 
fence and will make no appeal. 

Created n favorable Impression, 

VlBNNA, May 3.— The Political Corres- 
pondence publishes n letter from Berlin, 
which comments upon thu reappointment 
to oflke by tho Russian government of 
Gen. Bogundovich, and says: "Germany's 
sympathies for Russia aro decreasing as 
they aro increasing for England. Quoen 
Victoria's visit has worked wonders. Her 
interviews with leading persons in Ger- 
many have left a moat favorable impres- 
sion."

BIG RAILROAD TRANSFER. 

The Canadian Pacific Buying up Railroads In 
Order to Have a Controlling Interest. 

[Special to Tub COLONIST.] 

Minneapolis, May 3. — It is reported 
to-night that negotiations between tho 
Canadian Pacific and tho Sou system, 
comprising the Sault Sto. Marie, Minne- 
apolis and Pacific, and Aberdeen and Bis- 
marck and Northwestern, which have 
been going on for aomo timo past have 
been completed, and that tho Canadian 
Pacific has secured a controlling interest. 
Tho Aberdeen and Bismarck road was put 
in at its cost, §500,000. The remainder 
of the deal includes the transfer to the 
Canadian Pacific of one-half of the stock 
of the Soo for which ono-half, or tho sum 
that tho "Soo'' syndicate has invested in 
the roads, was paid, leaving the latter 
control of a half interest. . The preferred 
stock of tho railroad is in tho hands of the 
Canadian Pacific and also replaced by an 
equal amount of common stock. It is in- 
tended to make a through lino from tho 
Pacific to tho Atlantic via Minneapolis. 
There are two methods of connecting the 
system with tho Pacific coast. First, 
to be by tho construction of a line 
to tho northwest from Bismarck to con- 
ct with tho Northern Pacific, the other 
to bo built on an entire new lino through 
another country. The general offices of 
the company will remain in Minneapolis, 
and no change of officers of the road will 
bo niado for some time at least.

Earl Derby has become leader of the 
Unionists in the House of Lords.

The jury in tho case of Benjamin Tru- 
del, accused of perjury in swearing that 
Mayor Latlgelier, of Quebec, had re- 
ceived boodlo for his vote in tho council 
for the water works contract, brought in 
a verdict of guilty. 

The great tunnel through tho Cascade 
mountains on tho Northern Pacific Rail- 
road was expected to see daylight through 
tho rocky walls sometime on Tuesday. 
Tho workmen on both sides wero already 
within hearing distance of each other.

I lie Chinese Trent} Amendment*. 

Washington, May 3. — The senate, in 
secret session, to-day discussed the Chi- 
nese treaty. Senator Shoelan made a 
long speech in favor of it, and tho senate 
seemed about to tuke a vote without 
further discussion, when Mitchell, of 
Oregon, rose and proposed a bill, and 
Stewart, of Nevada, spoko in answer to 
Mitchell. Senator Morgan, of Alabama, 
spoke in favor of the treaty as submitted 
by the President, but opposed the amend- 
ments to it. Further consideration of 
the treaty was deferred until Monday. 
The amendments to tho treaty proposed 
by tho committeo wero mndo public. To 
article 1, which contains tho prohibition 
of Chinese immigration, tho following is 
added, "and this prohibition shull extend 
to tho return of Chinese laborers who are 
now in the United States, whether hold- 
ing latum certificates under the existing 
laws or not." To the second article, ex- 
empting from tho prohibition a Chinese 
laborer having a lawful wife, child or 
parent in tho United States, or property 
f the valuo of $1,000, tho following is 
added, "and no such Chineso laborer 
shall bo permitted to enter tho United 
States by land or sea without producing 
to tho proper officer of tho customs tho 
return certificate herein required."

Nkw York. May 3. — The Evening Sun 
has a cablegram from London saying that 
the Bun's Berlin correspondent, Blakely 
Hall, is unable to send any telegrams or 
letters from Berlin describing tho real 
situation there, on account of a rigid 
censorship maintained by the government.

Speeches of Messrs. Gordon and Prior 
on the Behringr's Sen Seizures. 



' Junior Member for Victoria Places tbo 
Mutter Before the Commons in a Clear 
und Lucid Llfjlit. 



In the commons, on tho 25th ult, Mr. 
Gordon, member for Vancouver district, 
moved for a return of all correspondence 
having reference to the seizure of Cana- 
dian vessels while engaged ill the seal 
fisheries in Behriiig's Sea. 

MR. GORDON 

said: Mr. Speaker, this motion and tho 
correspondence to which it refers, are of 
too great importance to the people I 
represent to justify mo in allowing the 
question to stand over any longer. My 
hon. friend who seconds tho motion will 
deal particularly with the question in- 
volved, and other hon. gentlemen, I pre- 
sume, will also discuss it. I am sure 
every hon. member here must bo aware 
that the grossest injustice is inflicted oil 
our fishermen who are in pursuit of what 
they consider to be their lights and inter- 
ests in Behriiig's Sea. They want to 
know whether the rights of British sub- 
jects are to be as sacred in Behriiig's Sea 
as they aro in the other great seas of tho 
globe, or whether they are to bo pursued 
by American cruisers and have their ships 
seized, towed into the ports of Alaska and 
confiscated, with their whole cargoes, ami 
the captains and mates of their vessels 
sent to prison, and their crews, some of 
them sent to San Francisco to find their 
way back to British Columbia as best 
they can, and others allowed to 
coast 1,500 miles, reaching British Col- c 
uiubia in the greatest destitution. 
Circumstances of such a serious character 
as these aro not to be allowed on my part 
to remain unnoticed. I am sure that the 
correspondence, if brought down, will 
show that this government has taken 
every step in its power towards having 
those grievances redressed, and I have 
hope that the Imperial government, 
through its jealous regard for the rights 
of its subjects in every part of tho in- 
habited globe, will see that its distant 
subjects, pursuing their business hi Behr- 
iiig's Sea, will have every care and protec- 
tion. 

mr. nuoit. 

I have great pleasure in rising to second 
tho address of tho hon. member for Van- 
couver, but 1 am sorry that, owing to in- 
disposition, he has not been able to place 
the matter more fully before this house, 
because I am sure ho could have done so 
more forcibly and more plainly than 1 can 
hope to do. This is a matter that deeply 
affects every man on Canadian soil, involv- 
ing as it does the honor and credit of tho 
whole country; but more especially does it 
affect tho constituency that I have tho 
honor to represent, as upon it has fallen, 
not only tho indignities which havo been 
offered, but also the heavy losses incident 
to tho seizure of these vessels. As tho 
territory of Alaska is one that is very 
little known, and as I, in common 
with other British Columbia members, 
claim that the representatives from 
other sections of this country in this 
house havo equally with us a deep inter- 
est in this matter, and should assist us in 
endeavoring to obtain redress, 1 will give 
you, sir, a short sketch of the country 
and of the events tiiat have led up to tho 
late outbreak. Alaska became part of 
the Russian empire in tho year 1741, 
when tho Russian traveller, Bohring, first 
planted his country's flag on that portion 
of the North American continent, and 
gave his nanio to tho sea, tho jurisdiction 
over which is the question at present in 
dispute between tho United States and 
the Dominion. During tho next twenty 
years, tho Russian ensign was planted 
over the whole of tho Aleutian chain, 
from the Aleutian Islands to the main- 
land, many forts were established, and 
numerous trading enterprises founded, 
until the year 1772, when wo find that no 
less than twenty-five different trading 
companies wero engaged in catching seals 
that are so numerous in those waters. In 
1779 a consolidation of theso different 
trading companies took place, and a com- 
pany was formed under tlio namo of the 
Russian- American Trading Company ; and 
in 1821, the Russian government issued 
an ordinance regulating traffic in its Asia- 
tic and American possessions, and reserv- 
ing exclusively to its subjects: 

The transactions of commerce, tlio 
pursuit of whaling and fishing or any 
other industry in the islands, in tho har- 
bors and inlets and in general along tho 
north-western coast of America from Bell- 
ring's Straits to tbo 51st parallel of north 
latitudo, and in the Aleutian Islands and 
along the coast of Siberia and on the 
Kurilo Islands from Behriiig's Straits to 
tho south-eastern promontory of tho Is- 
and of Urup, viz. , as far south as latitudo 
45° and 50° north." 

This really meant that Russia claimed 
sovereign jurisdiction over these seas 100 
miles from shore. Previous to the issuing 
of this edict, British and American sealers 
boon in the habit of pursuing their 
in those waters, and of course as 
soon as this ordinance was promulgated, 
both British and American companies 
protested most • emphatically against tho 
claim of the Russian government. The 
United States Minister at St. Petersburg 
made use of theso words in his protest : 
"Tho existence of territorial rights to 
the distance of 100 miles from tho coasts 
upon two opposite continents, and the 
prohibition of approaching to tho sumo 
distance from theso coasts, or from thoHO 
of all the intervening islands, aro inno- 
vations in tho law of nations and measures 
unexampled." 

Well, tho ovidenco goes to show that 
after protracted discussion, tho Treaty of 
1825 was drawn up and signed, by which 
Russia gavo up her claim to the solo juris- 
diction in Behriiig's sea. Tho treaty be- 
tween Russia and thu United States con- 
tained tho following agreement: 

"That in any part of the groat ocean 
commonly called tho Pacific ocean, the 
respective citizens, subjects of the high 
contracting powers, should bo neither dis- 
turbed or restrained in navigation or fish- 
ing. 4 ' 

A similar treaty was made between 
Russia and Great Britain. In 1807, tho 
year when confederation took place, the 
United States bought tho territory of 
Alaska from tho Russians for tho sum of 
$7,200,000; and just to hIiow what a good 
bargain they made, I may say that at 
present, one gold minb in Alaska is yield- 
ing over §1,000,000 per annum to its for- 
tunate owners. After tho United States 
bought Alaska territory, a good deal of 
trouble wus caused by tho different na- 
tionalities trying to got hold of tho valu- 
able sea fisheries!. Vessels camo from 
Japan, Honolulu, Australia, San Francisco, 
and almost from every port of the world, 
and there was no ond of troublo and dis- 
puto until at laBt the Americans found it 
was necessary to do something to keop 
order. T hoy, therefore, in 1870, culled 
for teudors for tho exclusive right of 
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NEW BRUNSWICK AND THE TREATY 

Our evening contemporary objects tu 
St. .lohn, N.B., newspapers being en- 
titled to speak for the eastern fishermen, 
"because that city is not interested to the 
same extent in the question as the cities 
of the other two Maritime Provinces." 
Well, hero is news indeed ! Tho com- 
mercial capital of the Province of New 
Brunswick, thu chief seat of the tishing 
industry of Canada, not interested to any 
appreciable extent in the solution of the 
difficulty ! Has the Times candidly now 
over hoard of Chaleur Bay, of Miramichi 
Bay, of Passamnquoddy Bay, and does it 
really know whether those great sheets of 
water which aro literally alive with tishing 
craft during the season, aro on the coast of 
New Brunswick, Nova Scotia or Prince 
Edward Island ? Wo opine not, judging 
by its silly utterances. Surely the press of 
'one of the provinces must "interested" in 
the fisheries question ought to bear more 
weight than that of a far away province 
by the Pacific. We do admit, however, 
that iflhopross of the Lower Provinces was 
not more enlightened on the subject than 
the local opposition organ hero its opinion 
should not bo taken as a criterion of that 
of tho pooplo generally. The assertion 
that the treaty "will not remove the ex- 
penses of protecting our oastern fisheries, 
while at the same time it surrenders tho 
main points our eastorn fishermen have 
contended for" is one of those amusingly 
sweeping ones which our contemporary 
indulges in at stated periods. Tho party, 
whose policy it attempts to expound, did 
not evidently believe that the treaty was 
a "big surrender," or a "give-away" since 
it failed to divide the House on one of 
the most important questions that has 
over cumo beforo it. Tho Grit press all 
thr nigh the maritime provinces, as well 
as in Ontario and Qucbuc, have soon the 
folly of attacking the treaty, simply be- 
causo it was concluded under a Liberal- 
Conservative government, and are now 
maintaining a discreet silence, more ex- 
pressive than words. We would recom- 
mend our contemporary to profit by the 
good example sot it. In that event it 
would not blunder so ludicrously as it has 
in this instance. 



THE GREAT MACKENZIE ill VEIL 

The evidence of Dr. Dawson, of the 
Geological survey, before Senator Schultz 1 
commission at Ottawa, was, according 
to our exchanges, very elaborate 
and extended over not only the ground 
occupied by previous witnesses, but he 
also gave important information regarding 
the Arctic sea coast, east and west of the 
Mackenzie river. He gave the number of 
vessels, principally from San Francisco, 
which were employed in tho whaling and 
sealing catch of that region, and showed 
that the amount of ivhalo and seal oil, of 
ivory and whale bone, was very great in- 
deed. He gave it ns his opinion that 
suitable steamers could always lie ex" 
pected to reach the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie through Behring's Straits, and if 
the estuary of tho Mackenzie possessed a 
channel deep enough, they could ascend 
tho river 1,000 or 1,300 miles, and have 
also the additional navigation of the coast 
line of Great Slave Lake, or about 1,000 
miles more. He showed on a map tho 
limits of tho northern ice-pack, taken 
from the coast pilot of tho northern coast 
of Alaska, and showed a considerable line 
of open water between tho northern lim- 
its of the coast pack and tho Arctic coast 
as far oast as Alaska extended, and 
thought it probable that the short dis- 
tance between that and tho mouth of tho 
Mackenzie was equally open. lio quoted 
v irious Arctic voyageurs who gavo the 
temperature of tho water oil* tho mouth 
of tho Mackenzie as being many degrees 
wanner than tho adjacent waters 
of tho Arctic ocean, and thought this 
would ho an important factor in tho nav- 
igation of tho region. He stated that the 
inotaliferoua district of British North Am- 
erica on tho west const which included the 
upper waters of tho Liard River and of 
the Poaco River was at least 1,000 miles 
long, and averaged about 400 miles broad, 
and that this area was greater than tho 
motaliforous district of tho whole of tho 
United States, Ho gavo interesting ac- 
counts of the navigability of thoao parts of 
tho Liard and Poaco Itivora west of tho 
Rocky Mountains; and sratod that oil tho 
plftteauorcomparativolymoro.lovolcountry 



of tho upper waters of tho Yukon and tho 
uppor waters of thu Liard there existed a 
fine pastoral area of groat extent, upon 
which tho gvowth of tho hardy cereals 
could always bo depended upon. Ho 
sited that the district, in the valley of 
tho Dvina River, in Northern Russia, 
which empties into tho White Sea at 
Archangel, latitude 05, supported a largo 
population, and that the Mackenzie River 
district seemed quite as good in every re- 
spect, and if it should be found that ship- 
ments could bo made through the mouth 
of the Mackenzie as they are made t hrough 
from tho mouth of the Dvina it would be 
come a most valuable country. He gave 
interesting records of tho grain growing 
districts in the extreme northern districts 
of China, and stated that tho question of 
tho possible raisiugjof grain wasdoternuned 
there more by the length nf daylight dur- 
ing the three growing months of summer 
than by any question of latitude or tem- 
perature. 

Tin: Tinie.s does not, amidst a mass of 
words, make it any the less true that neither 
tho Premier nor any Minister of either 
British Columbia or Princo Edward Is- 
land attended the Quebec Conference, or 
that those provinces have not recognized 
it any way; neither does it meet our 
statement that the resolutions were 
thrown out of the Legislative Councils 
of both New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, 
by overwhelming majorities. As thomatter 
now stands Ontario, Quebec and Manitoba 
alone have any interest in tho wily little 
Frenchman's schemes.

THE SEIZED SEALERS. 

(CONTINUED KHOM PAOK 1.) 



caxhing aeali on tho lsluuds of 
St- George and St. Paul; and 
after the ' tenders were opened, 
it wu found that a company trading un- 
der tho name of "tile Alaska oumuiuioial 

company" was tho successful tenderer. 
That company got a charter, dated the 1st 
May, 1870, for a period of twenty years, 
giving it exclusive rights to trading on 
these islands. A few-years ago, its annual 
payinont to tho United States government 
for its rights and privileges over these 
fisheries was $315,000, a sum sufficient to 
pay interest at the rate of four per cent, 
per annum on the whole purchase money 
which the United States paid for tho ter- 
ritory, besides paying for tho full cost of 
government of tho territory. Under the 
treaty of 18(17, the Americans claimed 
jurisdiction over that part of Boh ring's 
i>ou, lying to tho east of the westerly 
boundary of Alaska, which sea, in its wid- 
est part, is some GOO or 700 miles wide. 
Just to show how absurd this claim is, I 
will read to tho house a portion of a dis- 
patch from Lord Lansdowne to Mr. Stan- 
hope on tho 29th November, 1880. 

"Tho statements contained in the re- 
port^, e., tho report of the Privy Coun- 
cil) are sutliciont to establish that the 
claim now put forward on tho part of the 
United States to tho sole right of taking 
fur-bearing animals within the limits laid 
down in the tirst article of the treaty of 
1807, is inconsistent with the rights se- 
cured to Great Britain under the conven- 
tion of 1825, and is ill substance tho same 
as that which, when advanced by 
tho Russian government on occasions prior 
to tho cession of Alaska by Russia to tho 
United States, was either strenuously 
resisted or treated with ridicule and con- 
tempt by tho government of the latter 
power." 

And again: 

"Under the treaty of 1807, Russia 
ceded to the United States all the rights, 
franchises and privileges then belonging 
to her in the territory or dominion in- 
cluded within tho limits described, but 
could not cede a right which, in the ox- 
press terms of the treaty of 1825, was re- 
cognized as belonging to tho subjects of 
the British crown as well as to those of 
Russia." 

You will therefore see that our neigh- 
bors across the line do not believe ill the 
old adage that "what is sauce for the 
gooso is sauce for tho gander," because, 
when Russia claimed the right to those 
seas and the Americans wanted their ves- 
sels to go in, tho United States protested 
mngfe emphatically against the attempt to 
exo'udo them; but when the United States 
took over tho rights which Russia had 
there, and Canadian sealers want to go in- 
to those seas, tho boot is on the other leg. 
Rolying on this preposterous claim, the 
United States vessels have seized 
our vessels, have imprisoned our crews 
and have confiscated our sealskins. They 
have been guilty of the greatest outrage 
which has ever been perpetrated by one 
civilized nation upon another. On the 
1st August, 1880, throe of our schooners 
were seized when they were plying their 
peaceful avocations on the high seas, not 
within tho three-mile limit, but at dist- 
ances varying from KIU miles to 68 miles 
from Ounalaska. Tho Carolina was seized 
at a distance of 13!) miles, and the < Inward 
and the Thornton at a distance of 08 
miles from the coast. Not only did they 
seize these vessels, but the revenue cutter 
Corwin towed them to Sitka, the capital 
of tho Territory of Alaska, and there the 
captains and mates were lined £300 and 
#200 respectively, and were also impris- 
oned, when they did not pay, for a lon<r 
term. When they were let out of prison, 
they were turned out destitute. Some of 
thorn were taken to San Francisco and 
turned adrift there, and had to make 
their way back to British Columbia as 
best they could. A few were taken to 
Nanaimo, but some were turned 
adrift destitute in Alaska. 1 can- 
not understand any more inhuman 
act than leaving theso people desti- 
tute in that country. 1 was in those 
waters mysolf in 1874, and I know what a 
rugged and inhospitable country it is. 
There is no civilization at all. There are 
no people there but savages. There is no 
language which I can make use of which 
is too strong to express tho injustice 
which has been done to our people in this 
matter, which has crippled <uiu of the 
most important industries on tho Pacific 
coast, and has entailed great pecuniary 
loss on our citizens, because the three 
vossels snd tho skin3 they had on board 
when they wore seized were worth $33,- 
000, besides tho indirect loss in con- 
sequence of their not being able to finish 
their season's catch. Last session certain 
documents were brought down to tho 
house — all the documents that could be 
got up to that time in relation to the 
matter — andlamgladto say thatthey prov- 
ed that tho present government have ben 
fully alive to tho gravity of iiiu affair, 
and have done all in their power to get, 
the Imperial gove nment to bring about a 
settlement with the United States, but no 
such settlement has been arrived at. J u 
1887, that is, last year, although negotia- 
tions wero ponding between the different 
governments, the United Slates cutters 
again seized, in the same place, six 
more of our sealers, under the same cir- 
cumstances, and they also seized eight of 
their own sealers— in fact they seized 
every vessel which was not under the con- 
trol «f the company which has the right 
to fish on those islands. It seems to me 
that this means that the United Status 
government would rather seize British 
vessels there and tramp on the British 
flag, and afterwards pay compensation and 
make apologies, than they would allow 
the Alaska Commercial Company to lose 
its hold on the seal fisheries in the Bob- 
ring's Sea. This company has only tho 
right to these two islands. 1 will only 
read the clause of the lease which refers 
to this point, which is as follows : 

"That the said Secretary hereby leases 
to the said Alaska Commercial Company, 
without power to transfer, for tho term of 
twenty years, from tho 1st day of May, 
1870, the right to engage in the business 
of taking fur seals on the islands of St. 
Oeorgo and St. Paul, within the Territory 
of Alaska, and to send a vessel or vessels 
to slid islands for the skins of such 
seals." 

That is all the right thoy had given 
them. Further, Lord Lansdowne in a 
letter to Lord Iddesleigh says: 

"Outiido of theso islands it holds no 
exclusive rights or franchise from the gov- 
ernment, nor does it pay any runt or 
royalty to the government for the terri- 
tory it occupies, or the furs it procures 
from tho natives. J t has no rights over 
any other citizen or company of citizen* 
who may desire to trade in competition 
with it, and yet it has been aided by tho 
revenue marine in suppressing competition 
from rival traders, for it appears that 
undor instructions from the treasury de- 
partment the revenue cruisers board and 
examine every trading vessel sighted in 
the Behring's Sea, or on tho north-west 
coast of Alaska, except tho vossels of the 
company." 

I am glad to say that a large portion of 
the American press, the most respectab'o 
portion of tho American press, concur n 
condemning the action of their govern- 
ment in seizing theso vessels, especially as 
that action was contrary to the advice of 
the ablest of their own jurists. To show 
what is thought of that Alaska Commer- 
cial Company, I will read what Governor 
Swinoford says in his report of last year: 

"The fur trade of Alaska is practically 
monopolized by tho company, a non-resi- 
dent corporation, which dous not confine 
its operations to tho Seal Islands leased 



to it by the governmont, but holds and 
possesses most of the Aleutian chain and 
the greater part of tho mainland as a 
principality of its own, on which it oxer- 
cisos undisputed sway and control. 
Clothed by the government with a mono- 
poly of tho seal fur trade, by which it has 
pro'tited to tho extent of many millions, 
it has, octopus like, thrown out its great 
tentacles, and gathered to itself about all 
there is of value in tho fur trade of tho 
whole territory— it has by tho power of its 
groat wealth driven away all competition 
— its paid agents and lobby i its are kept at 
tho national capital to oppose any and 
every effort that may be made to loosen 
tho grip of the company." 

Ami yet this is the company which they 
are backing up against the wishes of their 
own people and against the wishes of 
every other nation. 1 hear that this year 
three revenue cutters have been ordered 
to cruise in the Behring's Sea and in the 
Straits and to seize all sealing vessels, and 
that instructions have been issued from 
Washington to warn all vessels oil' except 
those belonging to the company, 1 do 
nut know whether this is true or not, but 
1 have seen it stated in the newspapers. 
1 have received a telegram from the own- 
ers of one of the sealers, and 1 believe my 
hon. colleague has received several others. 
The one 1 have received is as follows: 

"Official orders issued from Washing- 
ton to seize all sealers this season in 
Behring's Sea. We demand protection, 
otherwise must protect ourselves. Please 
urge government. " 

Well, sir, the government sent out a 
warning to our vessels not, to icsist any 
armed force of the United States, as it 
might lead to grave difficulty, and 1 hopo 
that advice will bo taken. I see by tho 
papers a statement that some gentlemen 
who owned those sealers have been to 
Sitka to try to obtain possession of the 
vessels and seals seized in 1886, but they 
could not get them. Now, 1 hope tho 
government, will accede to the wishes of 
my lion, friend, and bring these papers 
down, if it is not considered prejudicial 
to the negotiations now going on; and 1 
believe when they are brought down they 
will fully reveal the insults that were of- 
fered to our people, and I hope we shall 
also learn that some compensation has 
been granted to those men who have suf- 
fered by these seizures. 

Mr. Baker's speech, being too lengthy 
for this issue, will appear to-morrow.

An Exploratory Expedition, 

At a meeting of the Mackenzie River 
Basin committee on Tuesday, a sub-coin 
mittee, composed of Senators Schultz, 
McDonald, Mchmis and Hardisty, ap- 
pointed to draft a report for the committee, 
will recommend the government to send 
out an exploratory expedition this sum- 
mer to that region, or a surveying party, 
to report on work necessary for improv- 
ing navigation of the Saskatchewan, 
Churchill, Mackenzie ami Yukon rivers 
Dr. Schultss's idea is, that by buildin gsliort 
lines along the banks of these large rivora 
to connect stretches where rapids and ob- 
structions interfere, * continuous water 
communication could be obtaiued from 
the Arctic ocean to Lake Winnipeg. 

The Provincial Exhibition, 

On Wednesday evening a deputation 
from the Provincial Agricultural Associa- 
tion, consisting of the President, D. W. 
Higgins, Esq., M.P.P., Messrs. Will. 
Dalby. Thos. Russell and others, waited 
upon his worship Mayor Grant and the 
board of aldermen for tho purpose of urg- 
ing upon tho corporation the necessity of 
granting assistance in aid of the forth- 
coming annual exhibition. The amount 
cf .•52,500 was named as the sum necessary 
to enable the society to make the next ex- 
hibition one worthy of the city and the 
province, 'file matter was fully discussed, 
after which the deputation was informed 
that the subject would come up for con 
sidoration at the next meeting of tho board 
of aldermen. 



Alter the Seals. 

The schooner Triumph, Capt. Dan. Mc- 
Lean, and the schooner Mary Ellen, Capt. 
Alex. McLean, >vill leave for the sealing 
grounds this morning. The vessels will 
first proceed to tho Indian mission station 
at Hosquoit, and there procure canoes 
and native crews, the Indians of that part 
of the coast being experienced seal hunt- 
ers. From Besquoit the schooners will 
start for the West Coast, where it is ex- 
pected the seals will be intercepted on 
their annual migration to the far north, 
'fhe vessels will then follow the seals up 
the coast as far as the Bohl'ing's Sea, and 
will even enter that, "forbiddon ground" 
if necessary. If a sufficient number of 
skins have been secured, however, before 
the schooners reach t he proscribed waters, 
the Captains McLean "say they will take 
no risks and will start on their return 
journey. The trip will occupy several 
months, and it will bo September before 
the Triumph and Mary Ellen return to 
Victoria. 

Regarding tho movements of the 
schooners now off the West Coast little 
is known, except (hat they will not ro- 
t in n to porl until the closo of the season, 
'fhe trouble owners have had with regard 
to the men deserting has made them moro 
careful, and instead of returning to Vic- 
toria they will land their skins at the 
stations on the West Coast before pro- 
ceeding north. 

The schooner Maggio Mac will leave 
noxt Tuesday and will probably go into 
the Behringa Sea.

Thero has been 
disaffection and talk of disruption because 
American orators, traveling through Can- 
ada, have frequently spoken antagonistic 
to the interests of Canadian labor. 

Judge McDougall began an investiga- 
tion of the hoard of works scandal, Toron- 
to, and was shown the contract for tho 
Eastern avenue approaches and the bridge, 
which was let to Gordon & Myers for 
87,400, but had swollen to $9,640, Myers 
declared that his share of the booty was 
but $4,200, but on cross-examination ho 
was forced to admit ho bad received 8(5, - 
-100. 

A general cabinet shutlle is said to boat 
hand. It is reported that Sir Chas. Tup- 
per will resign his seat as soon as tho 
session is over and return to England, 
stipulating that his sou, Charles, slmll 
succeed to the portfolio of Postmaster- 
(Jeneral in place of MoLolan, who will bo 
made Lieutenant Governor of Nova 
Scotia. Should Thompson be appointed 
to the bench, Abbott will become Minis- 
ter of Justice Costigan will rotiro, his 
portfolio being abolished, and it is be- 
lieved that Foster will bo made Minister 
of Interior, and Wood, of Westmorland, 
be Minister of Marino. 

In the senate on Monday tho fisheries 
treaty was up for discussion. Senator 
Forrier said that if the United States do 
not adopt the treaty it will be all tho 
worse for them. "We shall have dono 
our share in making liberal advances and 
concessions," said he, "and if, rojocting 
that which is just, they should, relying on 
their numbers and wealth, force, through 
the lines that show the limit of our legiti- 
mate inheritance and attempt to prey 
upon our national substance, it will not 
be Canadians' fault if, behind their floot 
and within sound of their Atlantic cities, 
they hear nearer and noarer the mighty 
voice of British cannon." 

QUEBEC. 

Five sisters of the Bon Pasteur convent, 
Montreal, left on Friday to establish a 
mission at Lima, Peru. 

A meeting of tho creditors of W. A. 
Dunham, lessee of the Balmoral hotel, 
Montreal, has been called for next week. 
Tho liabilities are 880,000, including 
$15,000 for rent. 

Lord and Lady bansdowno are at Mon- 
treal. They attended the conversazione 
of arts by the faculty of Met; ill Univer- 
sity on Monday, and gave a public recep- 
tion in the city hall last night. 

The Archbishop has withdrawn his 
patronage to the proposed Btatuo of the 
Virgin Mary in Montreal, because of the 
ill-feeling among tho Protestants. It is 
thought this will settle tho business. 

James Taylor, the absconding Montreal 
clerk, was arrested fos forgory in tho en- 
dorsement of a cheque for !#;i00 us well as 
embezzling a large sum from his employ- 
era, tho Reads Mercantile agency, of 
ii'ew York. Ho admitted the forgery and 
has been remanded for extradition. 

A census of the county of Missisquoi 
has just been completed and shows there 
uro 8,450 French Canadians, as against 
7,500 English residents, or a grand total 
of 15,000 persons. A fow years since 
thero were not 8,000 Freneli in tho 
county. This is another proof of the ad- 
vance of the French in tho eastern town- 
ships. 

Tho Argentine government has recontly 
contracted with a British firm for the con- 
struction of fourteen 5,000 ton steamships, 
tour of them to bo placed on the North 
and South American route, and tho con- 
sul at Quebec is making an effort to have 
Halifax fixed as the winter terminus of 
tho line. 

A person representing himself as H. O. 
Rogers, president of the Rogers locomo- 
tive works, Patterson, N. J., has beon 
going through tho trades people of Mon- 
treal by means of bogus cheques. He pur- 
chased Plane island, Vaudreuil, from tho 
Harwood family, giving a forged cheque 
i:i payment, and after cashing another at 
Perkins', the broker, he skipped. 

NEW BRUNSWICK. 

John Hawke, editor of tho Moncton 
Transcript, was sentenced by the supremo 
court in contempt to two months' im- 
prisonment in the comity jail at Fredor- 
icton, and to a lino of $200. 

The affairs of the St -John building 
society aro in such a bad shape that some 
of tho depositors have applied for a wind- 
ing-up order. There aro over $100,000 
in deposits and it is feared tho greater 
part will be lost. There is great excito- 
inont among depositors and shareholders. 
Tho parties interested belong chiefly to 
the poorer classes and can ill afford to 
lose their savings. 

The supreme court over-ruled tho ob- 
jections made by Editor Hawke as to the 
informality of Bervico in tho writ of 
attachment, 'fhe next process, that of 
submitting an interrogatory to permit the 
defendant to purge himself of contempt, 
was then proceeded with. Tho court 
offered to release Hawke from custody on 
bis own recognizance, but he refusud to do 
anything but go to jail. He oven declined 
;m offered coach lest the people should be 
deprived of the spuctaclo of tho sheriff 
taking him to jail.
